is making a thorough study of the life 
habits of the pale western cut worm, 
which has caused so much damage to 
corn 
and small grain 
crops 
in the 


Beach. N. I), locality. Ordinary con- 
trol methods which have been effec- 
tive against out worms are ineffective 
against this worm, because it feeds un- 
derground. 
Poisoned bran mash has 


been, used with much success 
against 


the ordinary cut worm, but will not kill 
tile pale western cut worm because 
it will 
nol come to the top 
of 
the 


ground to 
feed on the 
mash. 
Dr. 


Webster, in cooperation with the fed- 
eral 
department 
of agriculture, 
is 


studying the habits of this destruc- 
tive pest to determine the best meth- 
ods of control. 


The worm is of a glasgy greenish 


color, and has two black lines upon 
the head 
The eggs are laid in the 


f u l l and by spring the young worms 
are large enough to have an enormous 
appetite 
for 
young 
wheat plants. 


The moth which lays the eggs is of 
a grayish color.

A parasite lias been discovered in 


the vicinity of Beach which feeds up- 
on these worms, and thus 
helps 
to 


keep them in control. It had been re- 
ported that because of its underground 
habits, the pale western cut worm, 
unlike the ordinary cut worm, was not 
subject to attacks from parasites in 
this country.

FUTURE OF FLYING 


Airship flying will soon be so common and ex- 


tensive that a raft of laws will be necessary lo 
control it. 
This will require an amendment to 


the constitution, says a report to the American 
Bar Association by its special committee on avia- 
tion. 


The lawyers, having provided legislation cover- 


ing about everything that can happen on land 
and under the sea, are eager to try their hands at 
air laws. 


Accidents, such as the death toll when a dirigi- 


ble crashed through the skylight of a Chicago 
bank, have given an inkling of dangers in store 
for those on ground when flying machines become 
as common as flivvers. 


Some cSty councils have provided or are con- 


sidering ordinances making it illegal to fly over 
congested districts. 


This, the lawyers argue, is going to lead to a 


perplexing maze of local air-control laws. 
And, 


since the airplane will be a vehicle of long trips, 
p. flier won't know what to do along the route to 
keep air traffic cops from his heels. 


Hence, the lawyers urge, there should be a con- 


stitutional amendment, giving the national gov- 
ernment complete .jurisdiction over the air. 


One of the first questions to be thrashed out is: 


How far into the air does a real estate holder 
own? Is a flier guilty of trespassing if he clears 
your chimney only by a few inches?
